Su ch 
an indu stry is doomed to share the u npopu larity of “all 
things militaristic” in peacetime America. Yet the u n­ 
popu lar profession and indu stries of military science 
are still vital to ou r safety. 
The organizing of the United Nations for peace does 
not mean that u nrest has ceased, 
that prob lems are 
solved, that we need never fear again. When the United 
Nations Organization has faced the first real threat to 
peace and emerged triu mphant, when a sincere and u n­ 
qu estioned willingness to disarm is evident among all 
of the great powers — then and only then can we safely 
forget su ch statements as those qu oted here.
